1. The applicant(s) After Final amendment filed on 10/28/04 has been entered and made of 
record. The amendment overcomes the prior art and the previous 35 U. S. C. 102 and 103 
rejections (Paragraph 3, 4 and 5 in the Final Rejection, dated 4/2/04) have been withdrawn. 

2. To place the application in condition for allowance, the examiner suggests the following 
changes be made to correct mere informalities with the claim language. The suggestion below 
does not affect the scope of the claimed invention. 

In Claim 1, the term "its" (line 10) should be deleted; and the term "its" (line 12) should 
be replaced with -the-. 

In Claim 13, the term "like" (line 2) should be replaced with -as-. 
In Claim 35, the term "like" (line 2) should be replaced with -as-.
